Regional Rd. 20 overhaul Dream come true for store owner 


Town council is looking at a $6.1-mil¬ 
lion capital budget for 2012 that will be 
influenced by an expected widening of 
Regional Rd. 20 in Fonthill. 

Council’s general committee Monday 
recommended approval of the budget. 
It goes to next Monday’s regular town 
council meeting. 

Treasurer Cari Pupo spent four hours 
outlining the needs of roads, town hall, 
fire department, parks and library. 

She answered questions from coun¬ 
cillors about procedures and projections 
into the future. 

The 2012 is part of a five-year projec¬ 
tion, said Pupo. It slots into the plan a 
new Maple Acre Library in 2014, and, a 
community and recreational facility in 
2015. 

Items in later years could move ahead 
or back based on the preference of town 
council, she said.

Parsons, executive chef at Peller 
Estates, and Capra, chef co-owner 
of Mistura Restaurant and Sopra 
Upper Lounge, are no strangers 
to the cheese store, owned by 
Nathalie Kita. 

The two were there a month ago 
filming a segment for Capra’s new 
show, Gourmet Escapes, which can 
be seen on Travel+Escape channel. 

Parsons was Capra’s guest chef 
on the Niagara episode of the 
show, which is set to air in the near 

They weren't doing any filming 
on their return visit, however, they 
were there to sign copies of their 
award-winning cookbook, 3 Chefs: 
The Kitchen Men, for a steady 
stream of customers that came 
through the store, on Pelham St.. 

For Parsons, visiting Kita in her 
shop and signing the books was 
his way of giving back. 

“Nathalie is a great supplier for 
me and I believe in building rela¬ 
tionships ... it's important,” said 
Parsons. 

Kita, he said, goes out of her 
way to find great cheese and 
special ingredients for Peller 


Estates Winery Restaurant. 

“In return I make sure I sup¬ 
port her business. This place 
is a gem ... and people need to 
know about it. The more people 
that know ... the better it’s going 


to be," he said as he signed a few 
dozen copies of the cookbook. 

Capra said it’s difficult not to 
love Kita’s shop. 

“It’s high quality cheese, 
hand-selected and hand-picked 


by someone who is in tune 
with what's going on,” he said, 
in between signing books and 
speaking with customers. 

The chef, who has appeared 
on Restaurant Makeover, said 
cheese is the best use for milk. 

"To transfer it into something 
like this is amazing,” he said, 
adding he liked the feel of the 

Both Parsons and Capra sam¬ 
pled some of the cheese Kita 
had on hand for the two chefs 

A smoked blue cheese was 
offered to them and both 
enjoyed the taste. 

Kita was very excited over the 
second visit by the two chefs. 

“It feels like heaven ... this is a 
dream come true,” she said. 

The visit came about after she 
asked Parsons, who she already 
knew, and asked if he would be 
available for a book signing. 

Parsons, she said, gave her 
Capra’s e-mail and she contact 
the well-known chef. 

Both, she said, had time in 
their schedules to come in for 
the signing. 

“We're very excited,” Kita 
said as she and her staff dealt 
with customers and posed

The 2012 capital budget 
will include $175,000 for a 
new sidewalk along the north 
side of Regional Rd. 20 from 
Station St. to Rice Rd. 

There is also $71,000 set 
aside for sewer reconstruc¬ 
tion and $500,000 for water- 
main replacement along the 

Later this week in its budget 
planning, Niagara Region 
is expected to approve the 
reconstruction and widening 
to three lanes of Regional Rd. 
20 from Rice Rd. to Station St. 

It will complete a phased- 
in reconstruction of the major 
commuter road from Hwy. 406 
to into Fonthiil. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn said 
he will be able to point to the 
Pelham budget if there is any 
hesitation from regional coun¬ 
cillors about going ahead with 
the final phase at the region. 

"I can tell them our money is 
already in place,” he said. 

More than half of Pelham’s 
capital budget, $3.6 million, is 
for roadwork. 

It will include $300,000 for a 
Regional Rd. 20 storm sewer to 
Marlene Stewart Streit Park as 
part of the regional road recon¬ 
struction at the park. 

It involves $1.4 million for 
rural road reconstruction. 


Carried over from 2011 is a 
$l.l-miilion reconstruction of 
Effingham St from Kilman Rd. 
to Sixteen Rd. It will include 
safety features and curbing 
sought by residents along a 
winding stretch through die 
hamlet of Effingham 

For the Are department the 
capital budget contains $200,000 
for replacement of 50 self- 
contained breathing apparatus 
units and 100 tanks. The tanks 
are reaching the end of their 
15-year safe operating period. 
The budget also has $32,000 to 
replace bunker gear. 

Acting Fire Chief Jim Phelps 
said the department is standaid- 
izing its equipment In the past 
it was different units and bunker 
gear at each of the three fire 

Standardizing increases flex¬ 
ibility for firefighters, he said. 

At town hall, the administra¬ 
tion continues to move toward 
an electronic operation. In 
its $98,800 budget it includes 
$50,000 for information technol¬ 
ogy, $10,000 to update software, 
$10,000 for tablets to carry an 
electronic agenda and $18,000 
for an offsite server to improve 
risk management. 

Pupo said power Mures can 
shut down the town hall opera¬ 
tion and information has to be 
protected. 

The goal is to have town 


meetings with electronic access 
to information. 

In the parks, the capital 
budget includes $8,000 for struc¬ 
tural inspection of the arena and 
$4,000 for the Fenwick flagpole. 

Acting community ser¬ 
vices director Alan Mannell 
in answering a question from 
Ward 1 Coun. Richard Rybiak 
said the flagpole budget item 
includes funds for parts to 
make repairs if necessary. 
That’s why it’s half the arena 
inspection item. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi 
wanted to ensure that items 
for a dog park and a rail trail 
are subject to later approval 
of the projects by council and 
asked that they be highlighted 

Pupo said in preparing the 
capital budget staff ensured it 
reflected the goals of the town's 
strategic plan. 

Council will decide 
whether to formally accept 
the capital budget next 
Monday. 

A draft of the town’s oper¬ 
ating budget along with a 
draft of its water and sewer 
budgets will be presented at 
a general committee meet¬ 
ing on Jan. 30, Pupo said.

WELLAND - Regine 
Huttner is on a mission. 

With her companions in 
Under the Influence of J.C. 
Ministries, she tries to befriend 
women working in strip 
clubs and the local sex trade 
industry. 

The missionary with OM 
Canada for he past two and 
a half years has “prayerfully 
worked” to draw them out of 
the lifestyle. 

She tells them they are pre¬ 
cious and valued from a lesson 
she learned herself. 

Huttner spoke about 
Prostitution in Niagara at 
a meeting of the Canadian 
Federation of University 
Women, Welland and District 

"We’re under the influence 
of Jesus Christ because every¬ 
one involved in this is under 
the influence of something - 
drugs or alcohol and so on," 

They go into strip clubs in 
Fort Erie and Niagara Falls to 
meet the women offering gift 
baskets of lipstick makeup, 


jewelery and other “small 
items women like.” 

They include Christian lit¬ 
erature and business cards in 
case the women want to get in 
touch with them. 

The managers and bouncers 
are usually courteous. They do 
let them in even it they may 
not be happy with what they 
are doing, she said. 

“We want to keep it friendly 
because we want to come 
back,” Huttner said. 

They also meet women 
involved in prostitution. 

Their baskets in this case 
include food and drinks for the 
homeless on the downtown 
streets of Niagara as well as the 
women. 

“They take care of each 
other” Huttner said about the 
street community. 

Homeless men, for example, 
will tell the women on the 
streets not to runaway. They 
know Huttner and her friends 
are there to help them with 
sandwiches and items of care. 

It takes awhile to gain trust 
and confidence of the women 
in strip clubs and prostitu¬ 
tion, many of whom “are very

young,” she said. 

"We want to give them 
hope. We want them to under¬ 
stand that they are precious,” 
she explained to the university 
women’s group. 

Many, Huttner said, are 
trapped in a dark world of drugs, 
abuse, alcohol and economic 


desperation. 

Some are from other counties. 

"They don’t know the lan¬ 
guage or how to make connec¬ 
tions,” in the community, she 

They are lured from poorer 
parts of Europe thinking they 
have a real jobs or even marriage 


prospects but become trapped 
inalifeofsex. 

There are links to human 
trafficking in Niagara. Women 
being moved around the prov¬ 
ince and country to keep them 
from being identified. 

One of the women’s club 
members ask what it was like in 
the Niagara strip dubs. 

“I've never been in one,” she 
said. 

Huttner called it sad. 

“You'd think the men would 
go to have a good time, but they 
don’t seem to," she said “Maybe 
it’s because it is evil what goes 
on there.” 

Huttner admits the work can 
be dangerous. It takes courage. 
She couldn’t do this outreach 
without her religious faith, she 

She understands the women 
she deals with. She knows their 
fears and their disconnection 
with the world around them 
and how little value they put on 
themselves. 

"You know how to survive but 
you can’t for relationships.” 

Huttner said she was sexu¬ 
ally abused “and for the first 30 
years of my life I thought about 


suiride.” 

It was an outreach program by 
a chinch in he native Germany 
that pulled her through 

The church then sent her as a 
missionary to Canada, she told 
the women's group with alaugh 

“You never know how things 
workout" 

Alongwith those lines Huttner 
will participate in an African 
challenge, die Freedom Climb 
on Jan. 11. 

She will join women from 
around the world who will climb 
Mt. Kilimanjaro in Tanzania 
“to raise awareness, prayer 
and finances for women and 
children who are oppressed, 
enslaved, exploited and 
trafficked.” 

The Freedom Climb goal 
for 2012 is to affect the lives 
and future of 10,000 women 
through projects that break the 
cycles of poverty, shame, slav¬ 
ery and despair. These projects 
include trauma counselling, 
micro-loans, education, skills 
training and protection from 
exploitation. 

Huttner said she was climb¬ 
ing the Niagara Escarpment a 
lot to get in shape.

Police await appeal ruling on prostitution 


Police forces across Canada 
are temporally handcuffed. 

They're limited in what they 
can do about sex trade solicit¬ 
ing on the streets, while they 
await the outcome of an appeal 
of a court decision, 

Staff Sergeant Joe Maggiolo 
of Niagara Regional Police 
Service said the most recent 


legislation made prostitution 
legal. 

However, activities sur¬ 
rounding it - keeping a bawdy 
house, pimps living off the 
avails of prostitution, public 
soliciting on the streets - were 

A court decision in 2010 
opened the doors to those 
activities, he said. 

The Ontario Attorney 
General appealed that deci¬ 


sion. The appeal was heard in 
June and a ruling was expected 
by the end of the year or in 
early 2012. 

In the meantime, it puts 
police in the odd position of 
limiting their ability to act 
on soliciting on the streets 
because it is unclear wbat the 
laws are, he said. 

In Welland, for example, 
neighbours around Merritt 
Park have complained about 


prostitutes using the area. They 
take advantage of the park and 
grounds of public and business 
buildings near it, that are dose 
in the evening. 

Maggiolo said this is rela¬ 
tively new development. The 
so-called track areas for street 
soliciting are in St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls. In those 
areas the population is larger 
and more transient. 

In an area such as King St., 


police do use trespass, loiter¬ 
ing, commotion and other 
nuisance laws to get people to 
move along. They will apply 
laws involving age of par¬ 
ticipants if it appears they are 
dealing with 14 and 15-year- 
olds, he said. 

And of course, they will 
watch for criminal activi¬ 
ties such as drugs, thefts and 
break-ins. 

However, they will hold off 


law 


on traditional prostitution- 
related charges until the results 
of the appeal darify the law. 

“The laws in this area do 
need to be re-tooled. There are 
good arguments on each side,” 
he said. 

But the police need clarity 
to do their job of enforcing the 
law, Maggiolo said.

Hwy 20 and Rice are back 

LX fter a few months'lull, Hwy 20 at 

1 AJlice Rd. will return to the spotlight. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi, dining a 
review of the 2012 capital budget Monday, 
said the issues of town owned lands and 
a propose community centre complex 
should not sit for a couple of years. 

“We need to send a message to 
developers” of East Fonthill lands “thatwe 
are ready to move,” he said. 

The town owns 35 acres at the comer 
but has yet to make a decision. 

It may become the site of a community 
centre complex along with commercial 
and housing developments. 

Similarly, Accursi said a decision has 
to be made on the complex to stimulate 
housing development in East Fonthill. 

“Let’s become proactive and deal with 
the town lands and, community and 
recreational centre," he said. 

Acting chief administrative officer Craig 
Larmour pointed to a public meeting set 
from 7 p.m. Dec. 12 at the Old Pelham 
Town Hall. 

It’s on the proposed Official Plan and 
the East Fonthill Secondary Plan. 

They will help clarify the use of the 
public land, he said. The plans are on the 
town’s website. 

East Fonthill involves the creation of 
six neighbourhoods along Rice Rd. from 
Regional Rd. 20 to past Merritt Rd. 

Ward 3 Coun. John Durley, chair of the 
recreational facilities committee, said the 
committee’s report is essentially complete 
once final cost figures are “plugged in.” 

Ward 3 Coun. Peter Papp and Mayor 
Dave Augusfyn said funding of any major 
recreational project will have to consider 
alternatives to federal and provincial

D uring the first year of this 
term of council, Niagara has 
moved forward on the business plan 
developed by the last term of council.

We need to develop a new fiscal 
plan that provides dear direction 
on investment levels necessary 
to maintain our services and 
infrastructure. 

The “Open for Business” theme can 
be enhanced by developing a stronger 
and more effective partnership 
with area munidpalities to improve 
economic development and service 
delivery. Another action would be to 
champion an improved economic 
development system for Niagara. 
Another key direction is to implement 
the Gateway Economic Zone and 
Centre strategy. 

Based upon past actions, we 


plan to develop a government 
relations strategy for enhanced and 
on-going support from other levels of 
government 

The "Governance Review” will lead 
to a review of the current structure 
and processes of regional government 
seeking areas for improvement 
A second priority for governance 
review is to complete a water/ 
wastewater review to determine if 
there can be cost savings and service 
improvements through a single tier 
governance ofwater/wastewater 
functions or whether a utility model 
might provide future direction for

C anada is a welcoming 

country. Our immigration 
system is famous for accepting 
those who, in turn, help our nation. 
New Canadians bring with them a 
wide variety of backgrounds that is 
beneficial to our economy, culture 
and standing on the world stage. 

Our government has taken 
decisive action on Canada’s 
immigration system since we were 
first elected in 2006.

E.L. Crossley’s small gym 
will turn into the Ontario 
wilderness next April. 

To stage its 2012 musical, 
Colours in the Storm, the 
school’s drama class — and

“We’ll be like a tour¬ 
ing company,” said drama 
teacher Jennifer Benson,

In the past, the Crossley 
drama class had rented a 
top-rate theatre at Ridley 
College for its musicals. 

“It was a great experience 
for the students to work in 
it with professional techni¬ 
cians,” said Benson. 

The drawback, however, 
was taking the production 
out of the community. By 


staging it in the small gym, 
it gives the whole school an 
opportunity to get involved. 
The class hopes to draw 
in sponsorship, materi¬ 
als and guidance from the 
community. 

“We will need a lot of 
lumber, a lot of expertise 
and a lot of support,” she 
said. 

As part of the preparation, 
Benson and a group of stu¬ 
dents and adults will take 
a March break educational 
tour of Ireland, digging into 
the Celtic culture and music 
that influenced Thomson’s 
lifestyle in Northern 
Ontario. 

While building a stage set 
along with the musical itself 
is a splendid experience for 


the students, it highlights a 
weakness in Pelham. 

“We don’t have a theatre 
in the town,” said Benson. 

Her dream is to see one 
constructed in Pelham, ide¬ 
ally at Crossley. 

“If anyone wants to build 
us one, it would be great,” 
she said suggesting the 50th 
anniversary of the high 
school would be appropri- 

“We actually have produc¬ 
tion companies in town but 
no place to perform," she 
said. “It also has a lively arts 
community. 

“With a facility we would 
see it grow.”
